This PorTRAIT, from an Inſcription in the hand 
writing of George Jameſone the painter, appears to 
have been painted by him for Robert the 1, Earl of 
Lothian, who was a great collector of portraits of il- 
luſtrious perſons. That the Earl, or George Jame- 
fone, ſhould think of fabricating a fictitious portrait 
of a monarch, who died only 140 years before their 
time, is hardly credible, and as there are portraits 
of Robert IT, and Flizabeth Muir of Taymouth, by 
the ſame hand, it is to be ſuppoſed, that George Ja- 
meſone was employed to paint copies from the ori- 
ginals, then exiſting in the Royal collection; and this 
appears the more probable, as the portrait of James 
T, has been diſcovered in Germany, and a portrait of 
James III, and his Queen and Children, is in the 
king's collection, at Kenfington Palace, which had 
no doubt formed a part of the collection of the king 
of Scotland, which had been brought to England by 
king James VI, after his · acceſſion to the throne of 
Great Britain. We beg leave therefore, to offer this 
portrait to the public, leaving the weight of our ar- 
guments in favour of its avthenticity, to its critical 
diſcuſſion, .
